Washington, April 6 — As a result 


of the Harriman inquiry which has 
engafed the attention 
of the Inaer- 


state ^Commerce Commission for the 
last three months, arguments in the 
case being concluded yesterday, this 
is the probable outcome: 


Prosecution of E. H. Harriman for 


alleged violation 
of

anti-trust law by purchasing, as pres- 
ident of the Union Pacific, the stock 
of theh Southern Pacific, thereby re- 
straining trade on parallel and com- 
peting lines. 


Prosecution 
of Harriman for 
the 


alleged violation of the same act by 
entering into contracts witih the San 
Pedro railroad, 
built by ex-Senator 


Clark, of Montana, fro-m Salt Lake 
City to Los Angeles, whereby compe- 
tition is eliminated between the Cla^lt 
line and the Harriman. lines. 


Request by the commission 
for 


Congress to pass a law prohibiting 
railroad companies engaged in inter- 
state commerce from speculating »P 
stocks. 
Request by the commission 


for Congress to pass a law regulating 
the issuance of stocks and bonds by 
carriers or interstate commerce. 


Request by the commission 
for 


Congress to pass more stringent laws 
regarding the system of book-keeping 
employed by the railroads. Investi- 
gation 
of the combination of rail- 


roads forming the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, the Vanderbilt lines, the Rock 
Island and the Hill lines.

riman. who said that it was plain as 
the nose on the face, that other par- 
allel and competing 
lines 
besides 


those in which Harniman is interest- 
ed had combined. It is believed that 
the commission will grant this de- 
mand of the Harriman 
men 
for a 


square deal, and like treatment for 
all.

Utilization of Dead Weight of Water 


Below Wave Movement May Revolu- 
tionize Methods of Building Break- 
waters, Lighthouses and Fortresses. 


Methods of coast defense promise tc 


be revolutionized by the inventions of a 
Los Angeles engineer, William Edward 
Murray, -which have just been pre- 
sented to the consideration of Presl- 
<1(>n*- Pnfvwvplt SeCrptflrv Tiff- of tlio 
war department and Secretary Metcalf 
of the navy. BIr. Murray has spent 
eight years In scientific calculations 
ind experiments toward the practical 
utilization of the static resistance of 
ocean -water below the comparatively 
shallow \vave movement. He has per- 
fected a system of steady floating 
steel structures which, according to en- 
gineers of -worldwide repute, absolute- 
ly conquer and overcome the power of 
old Neptune and mnke It possible to 
establish and maintain floating forts, 
absolutely steady and anchored in po 
sition several miles out to sea, not to 
speak of 
lighthouses, 
breakwaters, 


floating bridges, summer hotels and all 
manner of steady floating structures 
along the coasts. 


The average layman, if he thinks of 


the matter at all, imagines that the 
wave action stirs the ocean to great 
depths. As a matter of fact, the big- 
gest billows do not u:o\ e the water to 
a depth beyond fifteen feet. 
Below 


that the ocean, even hi violent storm, 
Is a mass of inert water. The possi- 
bility of utiliziug the stupendous hold- 
ing pressure of the water at dDpths bo- 
low the wave movement is what Mr. 
Murray has demonstrated and what he 
proposes to put to practical advantage. 


The American Shipbuilder In a re- 


cent Issue thus describes the principle 
of the invention: "By going deep 
enough down with bduyant steel cais- 
sons into the tranquil lower waters of 
:he ocean that lie below the compara- 
tively shallow surface stratum of wave 
disturbance and by .constructing these 
steel caissons so that they have at 
their base a -wide projecting and heav- 
ily weighted flange on which the su- 
perimposed waters rest with ponderous 
weight, exerting at thirty-two feet be- 
low the surface a pressure of 2,100 
pounds per square foot, or at sixty 
feet down a pressure that exceeds two 
tons per square foot, Mr. Murray in ef- 
fect secures a steady floating founda- 
tion on which nny superstructure, prop- 
erly designed to minimize the waves' 
blows, may be placed^ be it lighthouse, 
breakwater or fortress. Such a founda- 
tion ^opposes the deajfrlnertia of Its own 
weight and the weight of the 'water 
resting upon it to mi'ch a degree that 
the ware blows above are powerless 
to disturb the equilibrium of the float- 
ing body as a whole.' Thus we attain 
steady flotation and can secure for a 
hundred and one uses decks or plat- 
forms rising from the surface of the 
sea that defy oscillation above because 
of the static resistance deeper down 
offered by their motionless and rigidly 
connected foundation." 


Fortresses built on this principle can 


be placed well off shore, rendering im- 
possible the approach of a hostile fleet 
intent on bombarding coast city, ar- 
senal, dock or commercial harbor. 
They can defy torpedo -or submarine 
attack, because, being stationary, they 
can be surrounded by any number of 
circles of. wire netting immersed to 
any depth desired. They can mount 
more guns than the turret of a bat- 
tjeship, these guns can be aimed with 
greater rapidity because of the steady 
platform, and for the same reason they 
will have the deadly certainty of hit 
in rough weather that the battleship 
never possesses. 


With the fortresses supplemented by 


a screen of submerged torpedo sta- 
tions built on the same steady floating 
plan and invisible to an approaching 
enemy perfect coast defense seems to 
be assured. All this can be done at a 
tithe of tho cost of battleships, it i: 
claimed, for no sailors, no stokers, no 
engineers are required on the station- 
ary forts—only the trained men behini 
the guns. 


With the strategic positions on our 


shores thus safeguarded, our fleets of 
battleships and cruisers can be re 
leased for offensive operations in the 
enemy's home waters. The indefinite, 
expansion of the navy will be checked 
and thus a pront economical and socio 
logical problem will be solved. 


For every class of stationary marine 


structure tfce same principle of steady 
flotation can be applied—for breakwa 
terg requiring no useless rock founda 
tions, for lighthouses which can be 
put in the vicinity of dangerous shoals 
for lightships in a new form sittin 
steadily on the pens like lampposts on 
shore, for bridges cushioned in th 
waters; even for hospitals, quarantine 
stations and hotel* in partially pro 
teeted bays. The ^i^tn. of possibilities 
opened up is far extending and fasci 
nating. 


Preacher Invents a Lifeboat. 


The Kev. Joseph E. Cross, pastor of 


the Christian Disciples church, Nashua, 
N. H., has perfected a plan for a 
lifeboat, light of weight, effective in 
work, one which, ho «sayg, will weather 
the roughest pales r.nd will easily carry 
from ten to fifteen persons, which he 
has named the Orcan Giant. 
It is 


shaped like a cisr.ir and will carry 
enough air so that ten persons may re- 
main under water for an hour. This 
boat may l;c kept in life saving sta- 
tions or folded up bo that many may 
be carried on any vo«sel. He has seni 
his plans tc the patent office.

8ome of the Seeming Contractions 


That Science Encounters. 


The man of science, like the man of 


law, has brought before him many an 
anomaly; but, unlike the judge or the 
advocate, he knows that the contradic- 
tions he studies are only such in seem- 
ing. He. feels confident that nature at i 
the core is in agreement with herself. 
Any day, he believes, these apparent 
'•contradictions may be resolved into 
cases of detected law, not simple 
enough to disclose itself to aught but 
the most rigorous analysis. 


In the realm of heat it seems that 


certain rules of radiation, conduction, 
boiling points and the like are general, 
not universal. In most cases they act 
as if alone; in a few cases their effect 
is masked by causes as yet not under- 
stood. Let a few cases as perplexing 
as that of the alloys under refrigera- 
tion be briefly recounted. 


Common solder has a lower melting 


point than any of Its ingredients. Sul- 
phur fuses at 120 C. and thickens again 
at 220 C. When steel is heated and 
dipped into cold water it is hardened; 
the same treatment softens copper. 
While almost every substance expands 
with heat, rubber shrinks. 
In most 


cases electrical conductivity is impair- 
ed by increase of temperature, yet a 
carbon pencil rises to an almost three- 
fold 
augmentation 
of conductivity 


when brought to incandescence in an 
electric lamp.

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THE BUSY BEAVERS. 


These Tireless Workers Have Altered 


America's Landscape. 


Because its operations are chiefiy 


nocturnal, so that it is seldom or never 
seen, and because of its skill in con- 
trolling water and in house building, 
something of myptery has grown up 
about "fee beaver. It is said that it 
fells trees for the purpose of building 
its dams and can lay a tree where it 
wishes to with the accuracy of the most 
skilled nxman. It is said also that it 
uses its tail as a trowel, plastering the 
mud on its houses and dams with this 
appendage as a mason spreads his 
mortar. 


Myths like these will probably have 


a long life. 
The latter belief is no

There, are 
many unexplained things about the 
beaver's life. 


Long before the white man came to 


America the beaver was hard at work 
building his dams all over the country 
and in narrow and sometimes in wide 
stream valleys, arresting the water 
and so collecting in its ponds the de- 
tritus swept down from the hills and 
from the upper reaches of the stream. 
/ As this sediment gradually filled up 
the shallow ponds the beaver moved 
to other places, and when in time the 
dam broke down and the waters drain- 
ed off a wide level meado-w was left— 
the bottom of the1 old pond.

calities, from Mexico north to the tree 
limit and from tM Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, this was going on century after 
century, and in this way no doubt were 
made vast areas- of level meadow, 
whose origin is now unsuspected by 
the people who occupy them.—Forest 
and Stream.

Ingenuous Remarks of a Lad 


After Six Months' Sojourn. 


IT ALWAYS RAINS ON SUNDAY 


Eggs Explode When You Touch Them. 


Shoes Grow Moldy Overnight—Oys- 
ters Taste Like Copper—Decrepit 
Work Cows Killed For Beef. 


Colin Webb, who is eleven years old 


and something less than four feet high, 
walked into the office of the Chicago 
Daily Xews the other day and asked to 
be interviewed on his impressions of 
Psmrnn o-nf-hprivl rtjirjnsr ;i «iy months' 
journey there. He was accommodated, 
and the interview follows in almost his 
exact words: 


"Our party, which consisted of my 


mother, sister and brother, left for 
New Orleans on Oct. 2, 1906, and there 
took the steamship Ellis, which brought 
us safely to Colon. We were met there 
by my father. His name is also Colin 
Webb, and he was then manager for 
Armour & Co. at Panama. 


"He took us to the Astor House. 


That night I put my shoes under the 
bed, and when I got up in the morn- 
ing they were all moldy. Everything 
gets moldy down there on account of 
the rainy weather. 
It rains eight 


months in the year down there, and 
the ground is always soggy, and there's 
mud all over. Later we went to the 
city of Panama, where things are just 
the same. 


"The eggs there—well, if you buy a 


dozen maybe you'll get five that are 
all right, if you have good luck. You 
can tell a bad egg by touching the 
shell. If it explodes, it shows that it's 
bad. 


"They keep the cows pulling wagons 


until they are too old to work, and. 
then they kill them for meat. 
They 


cook the meat for twenty-four hours 
before it gets soft and then feed it to 
the Americans. The Americans think 
it's fine, good meat. 


"And you have to pay 20 cents a 


pound for potatoes that are mostly all 
bad, and 5 cents apiece for onions. 
You get a piece of cabbage about as 
big as your thumb for 10 cents. 


"And we used "to get oysters on the 


beach right back of our house. We 
stayed at the United States consul's 
house. The oysters tasted like copper 
on account of the salt water, but they 
were all right. 


"My mother was sick with malaria 


most all the time we were there, and 
the doctor used to charge $5 to $10 
every time he came. I was sick some 
of the time, too, but I never went to 
bed. 
, 


"We used to go swimming in the Ice 


house tank and the tank used by the 
fire department 
We could not go 


swimming In the ocean on account of 
the tide, which went out about a mile 
every morning and evening. 
When 


the moon is small, the tide is big, and 
when the moon is big the tide is small. 


"The fire department consists of one 


little wagon with about ten pieces of 
hose twenty-five feet long, pulled by 
two men, and a double hand pump. 
They also have a chemical apparatus 
like we have here. 


"They cover the muddy streets with 


heavy crushed stone and rock for 
pavement 
All the houses are made 


of wood and stand on six or ten posts 
four feet high from the ground. This 
Is done on account of the rain and the 
floods. The telegraph poles are made 
of old rusty railroad tracks. 


"When Roosevelt came down there, 


everything was in action. Everybody 
worked down there then. I guess that 
was about the hardest work they ever 
did in their lives. When Teddy wasn't 
there, they used to start up a steam 
shovel once in awhile, just whenever 
they thought they ought to do a little 
work. There are 200 people working 
on the canal, and they work about two 
days a month. 


"The flat buildings are 
ordinary 


frame houses with a daub of paint 
here and there. Sometimes six fami- 
lies live in one house. 


"Life is a routine in Panama. You 


just get up in the morning and eat 
breakfast, go to the market and then 
eat dinner, go over and look at the 
place where the canal's going to be if 
it's ever finished or look at the ocean 
and then go home and eat supper and 
after that go to bed. No; I don't ex- 
pect to go back there again.. And I 
don't care much about going back ei- 
ther. 


"The market place is a big, open in- 


closure with chicken wire fence around 
it and a lot of counters inside. Right 
back of the market is the Pacific 
beach, from which you can see the lit- 
tle sailboats plying back and forth 
with fish between the island of Ta- 
boga and Panama. Turtle is the spe- 
cial meal in Panama, because it's the 
best food on the market 


"The people in Panama are mostly 


Jamaicans and some Panarnans, be- 
sides some barbarians from the south- 
ern countries. 
And then, of course, 


the Americans. Two-thirds of the peo- 
ple are sick all the time. They are 
very superstitious, except the Ameri- 
cans, and when the Jamaican earth- 
quake came they heard that there 
would be an earthquake in Panama, 
and they got frightened and closed the 
school because they expected to die. 
We were going to Kingston at the time 
of the quake, but changed our minds. 


"It always rains on Sundays there. 


I knew one lady who had been there 
twenty years, and she said she had 
never seen a clear Sunday since she 
went there. ^All the vegetables get rot- 
ten on account of the rain, and that's 
why everything like that is so high. 


"The Panama trains are awful dirty, 


and it takes s, long time to get to any 
place."

It is going to re- 
sult in a detective story such as no 
book covers ever contained unless 
General Bingham greatly disappoints 
his friends. 


It is a rather curious thing that Gen- 


pral Bingham should be engaged in 
tbis sort of work. Two or three years 
ago who would have thought It of 
Mm? 
There was no more indication 


then that he would be police commis- 
sioner of Xew York than there Is indi- 
cation now that Theodore Koosevelt 
will be the next shah of Persia or the 
ahkoond of Swat 
Bingham had not 


lived in New York, and he knew only 
one man connected with the city ad- 
ministration. That was Mayor George 
B. McClellan, whom he had met at 
Washington when the young man was 
In congress. 


"When you get to be mayor of New 


York," Bingham once remarked jocu- 
larly to Congressman McClellan, "I'll 
come over and help you run things." 


Bingham at White House. 


That was long before McClellan ran 


for mayor. Bingham was then serving 
as major domo, drum major, social sec- 
retary or something to that effect at 
the White House. His official position 
was superintendent of 
government 


buildings and grounds in Washington. 
He was appointed thereto as an officer 
in the regular army, being a colonel in 
the engineer corp§. 
Incidentally he 


was military aid to the president and 
managed all the social functions at 
the White House. He served through 
President McKinley's term without 
friction, But not long after Mr. Roose- 
velt became ^resident there were both

helpless. Dumped ashore from the big 
Immigrant ships, they settle in the 
Blum districts of the metropolis. Many 
of them are from Sicily and others 
from the lower end of the Italian pen- 
insula, whfch on the map looks like 
the heel and toe of a boot. Their own 
government likes to boot a certain class 
of them out of that country into this. 
This class Is made up of criminals. 
Some of them have served prison sen- 
tences at home. Others have led lives 
of brigandage In the Sicilian or lower 
It&ly style without being caught at it. 
But all of them believed that there Is 
more liberty in America, and they come 
here expecting to carry on their crimi- 
nality with a lesser degree of molesta- 
tion than they find at home. 


Extortion on Death Threat 


These ruffians are banded together 


In a society of a vendetta sort, known 
to Americans as the Black Hand. The 
symbol of their threat is a black hand 
Impressed upon the letters which they 
send to their victims. These letters 
demand money on pain of swift and 
horrible death. Their victims are their 
fellow Italians. These poor Ignorant 
people know the weight of the Black 
Hand, having felt it in their native 
land. They are aware that refusal to 
comply with the demands of the crim- 
inals means death. 
Scarcely a day 


passes without at least one murder, 
attempted murder or job of dynamit- 
ing in New York by the members of 
this infamous organization. 
The ag- 


gregate of money which they extort 
from those who comply -with their de- 
mands is enormous. 


The Black Hand hovers like a dark 


and threatening cloud o'-er the daily 
life of thousands of Italians in New 
York as well as 
In other cities 


throughout the United States where 
Italian colonies exist 


This is the kind of hobgoblin which 


Police Commissioner Bingham is now- 
going after with rubber shoes and 
baited breath. 
The hunt should de- 


velop some Sherlock Holmeses of in- 


friction and fire. The White House 
was, not big «nough for two Theodores 
each with a mind of his own and a 
tongue to indicate its workings. 
Be- 


fore Colonel Bingham was retired from 
that post, however, occurred a little 
Incident -which belongs to modern his- 
tory. 


There was a musicale at the White 


House. 
Senator Channcey M. Depew 


was present That was In the insur- 
ance antebellum days, when he was 
"Our Chauncey" and could laugh a 
his own jokes. It seems that Senator 
Depew told a funny story and laughed 
loud and long over it. His laughter an 
noyed President Roosevelt and others 
who wanted to hear the music. Colo 
nel Bingham as master of ceremonies 
saw that It was "up to him," and, be 
ing a soldier, he shrank not from duty 
Stepping up to the jocular senator, he 
said: 


"Please be quiet The others want to 


hear the music." 


Tbat started a feud between Depew 


nnd Bingham, which, it is said, lasts to 
this day, though Senator Depew does 
not keep the story In his repertory. 


Colonel Bingham was transferred to 


Buffalo, where he had charge of tbe 
construction of a breakwater. It was 
going from the White House to tbe pi' 
driver, but Bingham liked it, for his 
specialty was engineering work. 
One 


day in the spring of 1904 a derrick fel 
on him, crushing his left leg so that 11 
required amputation above the knee 
When he recovered, tbe president pro 
moted him to be a brigadier genera 
and the next day retired him for "dis 
ability incurred in the line of duty.' 
Thus at forty-five General Bingbam 
faced the world on half pay and one 
leg. 


Surprised by the Mayor. 


But the future had no terrors for 


him. 
He began to cast about for «o 


big raiiroad engineering work after fit 
ting himself with an artificial leg and 
a stout cane. Theu Mayor McClellaa 
sent for him, Bingham being ic Bos 


ton, 
offering him a place in the admin- 


istration. 
General Bingbam expected 


to get some post where his ability as a 
civil engineer might be employed. To 
his surprise, when he arrived In New 
York the mayor offered him the police 
commisslenership—4bat autocratic of- 
fice once held by the other Theodore, 
now in the White House. 


About the first thing Commissioner 


Bingham did after he took the oath of 
office was to abolish the "shoo fly" 
squad established some years before 
by Commissioner Roosevelt to spy up- 
on policemen and see if they were do- 
Ing their duty. 
' 


Then he called together tbe police in- 


spectors, captains and other command- 
Ing officers and made a little impromp- 
tu speech which would go down to his- 
tory as a classic of common sense were 
It not for the fact that it contains a 
Inker's dam and several stronger ex- 
letives which render it unfit for repro- 


duction in any great religious journal. 
Stripped of most of Its epithetical 
verbiage, this speech runs about thus: 


"Men, I'm glad to meet you. You 


ook like a manly lot of officers. I love 
a man. I try to be a man myself. I've 
been sent for to come here and do a 
certain piece of work, and I'm going to 
do it if I can and if I've the strength. 
I want to talk to yon heart to heart 


are strangers now, and I come here 


with nothing against you, no sus- 
>icions, and we start on the level; but, 
>y the nine gods of war, you've got to 
deal with me on the level, as I shall 
deal with you. You. know what that 
means. I don't care a tinker's dam for 
pull. I shall treat you on the square. 
Any promotions will depend on your- 
selves. If you do your work you'll get 
along with me, but you've got to be on 
the square with me. Any man who 
sends a man, woman or child to me for 
him knocks himself. That settles that 
right here. That's a straight tip. You 
lave fine, manly men among you. Yon 
look manly, and I'll treat you as yon 
appear. 
Count on that. We won't 


start out suspecting you. There will 
be no spying on you. If you are manly 
men, sportsmanlike men, treat me the 
same. It does me good to look at you. 
Men, if you only show up as you look 
this town will get what it wants and 
pays for. See to it that you do your 
work, and don't go back on the band 
I've stretched out to you." 


There was no whipping the devil 


around the stump In that little oration. 
It was a straight cut from the clavicle. 
It went biff, Bang, blng—Bingbam. 
The men understood It without asking 
for arT explanatory diagram. 
They 


knew what It meant And it startled 
them, honest man and grafter alike. 
Here was a new sort of bead on the 
police department He was no orator, 
as Brutus was, or McAdoo, his im- 
mediate predecessor, but only a plain, 
blunt man—yes, exceedingly 
blunt 


And every police commander, in that 
group knew that each of those nine 
gods of war thnir-invoked,"-wnoever 
they might be, wonld stand' by the 
man of war who was now their abso- 
lute commander. 


The Verb "To Bingham." 


For a time the newspapers had fun 


with Bingham because of the cuss 
words in his inaugural address. They 
coined a new verb, "to Bingham," 
which means to talk as if you mean it 


Commissioner Bingham appointed a 


New York police reporter, Daniel Slat- 
tery, as his private secretary. He nev- 
er had seen Slattery until the new sec- 
retary reported for duty. He wantec 
a man who knew something about the 
police force, which he himself did not 
The new commissioner was so reticem 
as to his plans that one of the news 
papers announced that his favorite 
motto was, "Tread softly and carry a 
big gag." 


General Bingham now bas had a lit 


tie more than a year in his new role 
He had neither friends nor enemies in 
New York when he arrived there. Now 
he has plenty of both and probably 
some to spare in each class. But be 
still has nearly three years to serve 
and a circle of observers vastly larger 
than New York is watching with inter 
est the novel experiment of putting a 
non-New' Yorker, a nonpolitician, an 
ex-soldier and an ex-society autocra 
at the head of tho metropolitan police 
force. 


General Bingham is a graduate o: 


both Yale and West Point He bas 
been military attache of our legations 
at Berlin and Rome. He has seen 
years of service on the plains, particu 
larly in Arizona, of which territory he 
made a minute and remarkable map 
He married Miss Lncile Rutherford o 
St. Louis in 1881 and bas one son. He 
is a Yankee from Connecticut bnt nses 
tbe "you all" language of the south in 
his ordinary conversation and smokes 
a big bulldog pipe that looks like an 
Arizona pocket gun. He has etiquette 
on tap for any function from camp t< 
court, and we have seen that be can 
make a speech when he bas something 
to say. 


The people of New York expect th 


Black Hand to be pretty stiffly Bing 
hamed before the Bingham police ad 
ministration goes out. and a grea 
many other people elsewhere cherish 
the same expectation. If General Bing 
ham's efforts in this direction shall do 
something toward making it more diffl 
cnlt for European criminals to break 
into the United States, all of us mus 
give him thanks, whether we be na 
tives or foreign born citizens. 


And this brings to mind the reply 


General Bingham made when some- 
body asked him his politics: 


"My politics? I'm an AmericanP'

SHOOTS FIVE-MILES. 


Our New Army Rifle the Deadliest Ever 


Invented. 


The new army rille is \he deadliest 


firearm ever invented. As tested by 
ordnance experts, it has a range of 
five miles, will shoot a bullet through 
the bodies of fifty-five men with the 
nearest man fifty-three feet away, and 
at a distance of nearly one mile it will 
hurl its projectile through the bodies 
of six men, says tUe Chicago Chronicle, 
it is six inches shorter than the Krag- 
Jorgenseu, weighs nearly a pound less, 
and it requires but a second or so to 
fix bayonets. 


The name is the "Xew Model Spring- 


field," and it will be made at the arse- 
nals in Illinois and Massachusetts. The 
capacity of the two plants is CoO rifles 
a day, but only 350 are made at pres- 
ent, owing to the limited appropriation

are supplied the n^v rifle will also be 
Issued to the recognized state troops. 


The new weapon—which is of com- 


posite creation, the union of many 
plans and devices—Is forty-three inches, 
long and weighs 0.47 pounds. The new 
rifle, owing to its shortness will be 
ns>cd by both cavalry and infantry. 
It 


is the shortest of all rifles, for the nest 
in size is that of the Japanese, which 
is forty-eiglit inches in length. It will 
give a distinct advantage to the Ameri- 
can troops when they hght in jungles 
in the Philippines or in thick under- 
growth, where the enemy will be ham- 
pered by loader and more cumbersome 
rifles. 


By experiments made in shooting at 


corpses it has been determined that 
the fleshy part of the human bo^y, 
from front to back, oa'ers the same re-1 
sistance as a pine plank one inch thick. 
In the tests of this new firearm tar- 
gets made of pine were used, and at a 
distance of fifty-three feet a bullet 
passed through 54.7 boards one inch 
thick. 


Despite the fact that the new rifle 


will hurl a bullet five miles it is doubt- 
ful if this test will be imposed in ac- 
tual warfare. The best sharpshooter, 
aided by a telescope sight, can see a 
human target at a distance of only 
2,000 yards, and it is doubtful if forces 
in which infantry will be brought into 
play will oppose,one another at a dis- 
tance of much more than a mile. 


One of the most striking features in 


connection with the new Springfield is 
the "mob cartridge," to be used when- 
ever troops are called out to suppress 
riots. If soldiers were ordered to shoot 
on such occasions it would be danger- 
ous to have bullets that traveled five 
miles, as Innocent persons a mile or 
more distant might be killed. To meet 
just such emergencies the "mob car- 
tridge" has been devised instead of a 
single steel nosed projectile, and it is 
not effective at a distance of more than 
200 yards. 


TO CLEAR OUT THE WOLVES. 


Men With Ability as Hunters to Be 


Appo.nted Forest Guards. 


Following up the wolf investigation 


by the department of agriculture last 
year, the forest service is aiming to 
appoint men as rangers and forest 
guards who have had experience in 
hunting wolves 
an-1 coyotes. 
Tho 


wolves do not, as generally believed, 
make their homes and breeding places 
in the forest reserves. In fact, all of 
the dens found in the neighborhood of 
the reserves studied were in the foot- 
hills and outside the limits of the re- 
serves. But the damage the wolves did 
was very real, amounting, as near as 
could be estimated, to $4,000,000 an- 
nually for the western country for cat- 
tle alone, not counting sheep, horses 
and other animals. 


The forest rangers who have so far 


been appointed with a special view to 
their wolf hunting abilities are F. L. 
Brandenstein and J. S. Whitlach in the 
Sawtooth country, in Idaho, and Wil- 
liam Postel and George M. Glover in 
the Wind river valley of Wyoming. As 
these men are government employees 
on a salary and not trapping for boun- 
ties, they will have no inducement to 
let the wolves breed, killing off only 
the old dog wolves, as is so often the 
case with the professional trappers. 
They will hunt oat the breeding den<? 
of the wolves and break np the fami- 
lies in this way. The next three 
months is the time when this work is 
most effective, and good results are ex- 
pected. 


Killed the Biggest Panther. 


C. I. Hamilton of Stephens, Ore., 


killed the biggest panther of the sea- 
son. He brought down a cat that meas- 
ured eleven feet from tip to tip, ac- 
cording to the report sent from Oregon.

SPECIAL DEPUTIES ON DUTY 


Trainlead of Strikebreakers Escorted 


Into the Shipyards Under Cover of 
Detectives' Guns—Thousand Men to 
Be Brought In Within the Next Few 
Days—Review of the Situation. 


Lorain, O., April 6.—Another train- 


load of strikebreakers, numbering 
about 200, arrived in the city and were 
escorted into the yards of the Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding company under cover 
of the guns of detectives and spe- 
cial 
officers. 
The 
strikers wit- 


nessed the entrance of recruits with- 
out any offer of violence. Hundreds of 
cots and mattresses were removed 
from the freight depots into the ship, 
jards. Superintendent Lemarche de- 
clared that 400 workmen are now in- 
side the, yards, and that fully 1,000 
more will be brought in within the 
next five days. 


Members of Company B, O. N. G., 


are in the armory ready to respond to 
a call from the mayor. Three com- 
panies of Cleveland are held in readi- 
ness to come here at a moment's 
notice. 


A report was received that two 


trainloads of strikebreakers were com- 
ing from Cleveland, and a big and 
angry crowd congregated ' to meet 
them. When the trains came in, con- 
sisting only of empty coaches, the 
crowds dispersed. 


A flurry of excitement was caused 


by an altercation between Fred Davis 
and H. R. Anderson, strikebreakers, 
and a crowd of sympathizers. Davis 
and Anderson were arrested, and pis- 
tols, knives and razors being found oa 
them, they were charged with carrying 
concealed weapons. As the police set 
off with them to the -police station 
the prisoaers were pelted with stones. 


Columbus, O., April 6. — Governor 


Harris has taken no action in connec- 
tion with the strike troubles at Lo- 
rain beyond requesting Major General 
Speaks, who was in Cleveland on in- 
spection duty, to go to Lorain and in- 
vestigate the situation.

FIFTEEN DEAD 


IN ITS PATH 


Tornado's Destructive Work In Sec- 


tions of Three States. 


SEVERAL TOWNS HARD HIT 


General Damage Done to Property, 


Crops and Wires In Pcrts»"s of Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi and Alabama. 
Insane Asylum Among Structures 
Wrecked by the Winds. 


New Orleans, April 6.—The tornadrt 


which swept across portions of three 
southern states was traceable for a 
distance of 300 miles. At least 15 per- 
sons were killed and scores were in- 
jured. Portions of four to\\ns were 
devastated, while the damage to prop- 
erty, crops and wires ^as heavy. 
The tornado hegan at Alexandria, 
La., instantly killing four persons 
there, probably fatally injuring three 
and seriously injuring 13 olliei s Soon 
afterward it neared the Mississippi 
river, instantly killing five persons at 
Jackson, La., while at Bayou Sara, La., 
at least half a dozen others are re- 
ported killed. There "V?as one fatal in- 
jury at Jackson, Miss. The'tornado 
next appeared at Carson, Miss, where 
great property damage was done, and 
the last heard of it was near Selma, 
Ala., where the inhabitants saw whirl- 
ing clouds rise into the air as they 
crossed the river. One death, a negro, 
was reported near Selma. 


Alexandria, a town of about 16,000 


inhabitants, had a fearful experience. 
When the tornado struck, the electric 
lights went out, the crackling of fall- 
ing buildings could be heard above the 
noise of the wind, and vivid lightning 
flashes showed such sights as an 
empty Iron Mountain passenger train 
rolling over and over. Immediately 
after the wind spent its violence, a 
heavy hailstorm added -t<^ the general 
discomfort. Luckily the inam portion 
of Alexandria escaped the worst of the 
tornado, which cut a path through the 
northern part of the town, a residence 
section. About a score of homes were 
completely wiped out, 50 were dam- 
aged, and altogether about 100 build- 
Ings were seriously wrecked, including 
several business houses. The damage 
here is estimated at, f 200,000. 
^ 


Details are meager from Jackson, 


La. The insane asylum there was al- 
most wholly wrecked, with a loss of 
about $200,000. In addition to the 
three female inmates, many others 
were injured. Mrs. Zachleas" residence 
was blown down, and reports' said that 
her daughter Mary was fatally injured. 
Two negroes were killed on a nearby 
plantation, while reports from the sur- 
rounding country indicated- that there 
was probably more loss of life among 
negroes, whose flimsy cabins tumbled 
on the heads of their occupants. At 
Bayou Sara several passengers on the 
steamer Betsy Ann, running to Natch- 
ez, had a thrilling experience. The 
Betsy Ann was reduced to almost a 
total wreck. Hardly a member of the 
crew escaped without painful bruises. 


A remarkable report comes from the 


state insane asylum at Jackson, La., 
where nearly all the patients were left 
without shelter, 20 of them being seri- 
ously injured. Several cases of chronic 
hysteria are reported to have been 
shocked into what their physicians de- 
clare may prove permanent recovery. 


Serious damage by the wind is re- 


ported in Crenshaw county, Ala., at 
Bradleyton. The home of Hugh Far- 
rier, a prominent planter, was hlown 
down, instantly killing Mr. Farrier and 
his six-year-old son, and fatally injur- 
ing Mrs. Farrier. 


Agreed to Plead Guilty. 


Sedan, Kan., April 6—Otto D. Stal- 


lard, defaulting cashier of the People's 
National *bank, was granted a continu- 
ance until the September term of 
court, at which time he has agreed to 
plead guilty. 
The reason given for 


granting the continuance is that Stal- 
lard wants to raise a crop this summer 
on his home place. He has deeded 
over all his property to the bank and 
has given a mortgage on the home to 
satisfy the shortage. Hia family ia 
thus reduced to want, and It was this 
feature of the case that caused the 
court to grant the continuance. 


Vetoed the Bill. 


Jefferson City, Mo., April 6.—Gover- 


nor Folk vetoed the bill making It a 
misdemeanor for a minor to misrep- 
resent his age to secure intoxicating 
liquor. The governor said: "This bill

JEROME WILL 


NOT APPEAL 


Trial of Harry Thaw Will Proceed 


Monday Morning. 


LAWYER DELMAS TO SUM UP 


May Speak For Two Days and Will Bel 


Followed by* the District Attorney, 
Who Will Not Require More Than 
Three or Four Hours—No Referent* 
to Lunacy Proceedings. 


New York, April 6.—The end of th« 


Thaw trial is now believed to be in 
sight 
District Attorney Jerome has 


decided not to apply to the appellate 
division of the supreme court for fc 
writ of prohibition or mandamus. He 
reached this decision, it was said, after 
consultations with eminent counsel* 
Mr. Jerome may argue briefly Monday 
against the confiimation of the report 
of the lunacy commission, which de- 
clared Thaw sane, but he is aware 
that Justice Fitzgerald's disposition is 
to confirm the report. The district at- 
torney has many witnesses still under 
subpoena, but it is said" he has decided 
not to call them, and will press the 
trial forward to an early verdict, or 
what is regarded more likely, a dis- 
agreement of the jury. 


When Justice Fitzgerald declined to 


grant the district attorney access to 
the minutes of the lunacy commission, 
Mr. Jerome threatened to carry the 
matter to the appellate division on the 
ground that he had been excluded- 
fiom the final examination of Thaw by 
the commission. He said he had been, 
willing to waive the right to he pres- 
ent, 
with the understanding that he 


was to be allowed possession of the 
testimony. He had promised the com- 
mission not to use this testimony 
against the prisoner at his trial. After 
adjournment Mr. Jerome began seek- 
ing precedents upon which to base Ms 
appeal. Mr. Jerome sought counsel 
among his judicial friends, and it Is 
said to be upon their advice that he 
reconsidered his determination. 


The trial will proceed Monday, when 


Attorney Delmas, leading counsel for 
the defense, will begin his sum- 
ming-up address to the jury. There 
was 
an 
agreement 
some weeks 


ago that each side was to have .one 
da^y for summing up. It Is now learn- 
ed, however, that Mr. Delmas may 
speak for two da\ s. If he wishes this 
time it undoubtedly will be granted 
to him. District Attorney Jerome has 
stated that his summing up would 
not require more than three or four 
hours. He has expressed the desire to 
make his argument without any sort 
of inteuuptioii foi a luncheon recess 
or adjournment. He will ask the jury 
to convict Thaw for murder in the 
first degree. No reference'will be made 
on either side as to the appoint- 
ment of the lunacy commission or the 
nature of its findings. Mr. Jerome 
will claim that Thaw was sane enough 
to know the nature and quality of his 
act when he killed Stanford White 
and to know that the act was wrong. 
This is the definition in this state of 
legal sanity. Regardless of his ex- 
pressed personal conviction, Mr. Je- 
rome has'told the court that it would 
be his duty to press the prosecution to 
the utmost.

ence from Washington. The comptrol- 
ler of the currency has started corre- 
spondence with Cincinnatians wbo 
have an interest in the affairs of the 
defunct Fidelity bank, asking their 
wishes regarding the E. L. Harper 
case. The comptroller has on hand 
about $30,000, which is too small to 
pay a dividend of appreciable dimen- 
sions on the millions of liabilities aris- 
ing from the downfall of the bank.

Biblical Plants in the 


Holy Land Today 


By JULIUS MULLER. 


A 


LTHOUGH almost two thousand 


years have passed since Christ 
trod the 
Holy 
Land, and de- 


forestation, ceaseless cultivation and war 
have made much of it a desert, the trav- 
eler who knows his botany as well as his 
Bible can still find, in the blossoming 
of Blaster time, most of the plants that 
grew by the paths-of the Saviour. 


Tree and shrub of the Parables still 


stand on hill and vallev, in field and ir 
desert. Mint, anise and cummin, named 
by Him in His reproach, to the Phari- 
sees, are still favorite crops. 
By tht 


Sea of Tiberias still grows that "greatest 
of all herbs" of St. Matthew, the wild 
mustard. 
Everywhere, in gardens, in 


pastures and meadows, the ''lilies of the 
field" still bloom. 


Of all these ancient plants, the one 


that has become most holy to Christians 
is the hyssop. The traveler of today 
will find "it everywhere. On rocks and 
ruins, around 
ancient 
cities, its long, 


plumed stalk "springeth 
out 
of 
the 


wall." 
It looks like the tnarjorie. Its 


hairy stems and leaves grow, on a hollow 
stalk-like cane, which rises to a height 
of three feet. 
It was on the end of a 


dried hyssop stalk that the Roman sol- 
diers offered the sponge full of vinegar 
to the dying Saviour. 


In the soft Syrian winds the hyssop 


waves' as it did on the Day of the Pas- 
sion. 
So it waved throughout the Holy 


Land long before Christ 
came to the 


earth: far back in King Solomon's day 
the hyssop was used in religious rites. 
the structure of its leaves making it ex- 
cellent for sprinkling fragrant perfumes 
through the Temple. 


In the narrow valley of the brook Ke- 


dron, east of Jerusalem, and on the 
outer walls of the city itself where it 
faces the gorge, shine the small white 
buds among the pale green oval leaves 
of the nebek bush—the bush of thorns 
that is held bv the most prominent of 
Biblical scholars to be the plant from 
which was woven the crown of thorns. 
This bush, also known as lotus and sider 
bush, has its supple branches beset with 
long, sharp thorns. 
After blossoming 


time, it yields a yellow, pleasant fruit 
of gooseberry size. 


Another -thorn clambers 
over 
the 


sides of the Kedron valley. 
It is the 


paliurus bush and there are many sup- 
porters of the theory that the crown 
was made from it: but the fact that the 
nebek thorns grow on the walls of Jeru- 
salem itself makes it likely that this was 
the shrub whose twigs were used. 


The tares still send their _ poisonous 


shoots up among the wheat of the Holy- 
Land. Before the young wheat forms 
its ears this weed and the wheat look 
so alike that 
every one who sees the 


tares growing among the grain of Bible- 
land today can understand 
why the 


Lord warned the husbandmen not to 
uproot the tares before harvest time, 
for fear that they might 
tear up the 


younsr grain with 
the 
weeds, if they 


did it then. The tare is still a pest, giv- 
ing living point to the Saviour's parable 
of the man who sowed tares among his 
enemy's wheat. 


"What went ye out into the wilder- 


ness to see? .A reed shaken by the 
wind.'' 
Standing eight and nine feet 


high, and bending their silken tassels 
almost to the ground before every whis- 
pering breeze, the arrow reeds, arundo 
rlorax. form dense thickets 
along 
the 


Jordan. 1 his is the reed 
which was 


used from the most ancient times of the 
Jews to the times of Christ, and after- 
ward, as material 
for 
making pens, 


measuring-wands 
and 
even for build- 


ing. 


Among the trees that are cultivated 


in most parts of Palestine and through- 
out Syria wherever the climate permits, 
is an evergreen 
fruit 
tree 
that gives 


abundant shadow despite the fact that 
it does not grow very high. It loves 
best to cling to 
sun-warmed walls of 


rock. Its fruits are 
pods curved like 


hyns. 
They contain shining dark seeds 


liRe beans embedded into a sweet and 
nutritious pulp, which is used as food 
by both man and beast. 
After 
the 


sweet oulp has been expressed from the 
pods, the latter are thrown to the pigs. 


"1 his is the tree of the Parable of the 


Prodigal Son. 
"The husks that 
the 


swine did eat." and which the prodigal 
fain would have shared with them, were 
the dried pods of this carob tree, the 
fruit of which is known also as bread of 
St John.

Can you suggest a way of remodelling? I am 5 feet tall, black 
hair and eyes, clear olive complexion and extremelv slight.

What a pretty sample of satin foulard! One suggestion is to 


change to a princess frock, joining at the waist line and conceal- 
ing by shirring. The bottom of the frock could be tucked above 
the hem, each tucked edge with a ruffle of narrow black Val lace. 
If liked, add three rows of black Val lace insertion about the 
waist line, the middle row exactly defining the line. Top with a 
cream lace yoke, given a square effect by means of folded revers, 
broad on the shoulders and tapering to nothing at the beginning 
of shirring at waist line and there held down with little black 
satin rosettes. Edge this fichu arrangement with a little frill of 
the silk and black lace. The sleeves will be full puffs to elbow, 
ending in lace cuffs joined with folds of the silk. 


This would be a very pretty, becoming frock, but if you pre- 


fer the two piece, then make a full skirt and trim the bottom with 
tucks divided into groups with rows of black Val insertion. For 
the waist have an ivory lace yoke, the lower portion baby effect, 
taken into a belt of the goods.

UTER raiment this spring is nothing if not picturesque— 


when it is not severely tailored. The artistic girl with 
her love of drooping lines and flowing lengths of cloth, 


silk, ribbon and veiling is in her element. 


The coats for traveling and rough wear are all loose, delight- 


fully roomy and just the thing for the athletic girl. The short 
jackets, on the other hand, are most natty and trig. Big checks 
and plaids are used for the long, loose coats which the summer 
girl is already planning for her campaign at the seaside, the 
mountain lake, and sylvan retreat, while fine stripes, checks and 
herringbone effects appear in the short, natty coat for wear on 
chill days with shirtwaist suits. At least one odd coat is essen- 
tial to the well-equipped wardrobe this spring, for there are 
many occasions when the two-piece suit is not just the thing 
needed. This is especially true in the case of the woman who 
is given to silk as a fabric for shirtwaist suits. 


Ulster effects are shown in tweedes, mannish mixtures anil 


rain-proof cloth, and these are much liked for travel on water. 
For land travel, silk dust-proof coats are most used and they 
are indispensable to any one who motors. In nearly all the long 
coats the bias seam is used in the back, the underarm seam is 
only half-fitted and broad straps outline the arrnhole. Leather 
pipings and leather-rimmed buttons are much used for trim- 
ming long, loose coats. 


Millinery styles for both morning and dress use are most 


pronounced. The tailored hat is a thing of wings, or quills 
and ribbon, especially ribbon, which is contoned into bows of 
marvelous stiffness and size. The general tendency of all hats 
is toward the downward droop on the sides, which, while useful 
in shading faces where Father Time- has left his mark, is also 
lacking in that smartness which the average American woman 
likes. They give a more languid, perhaps you might say, lady- 
like, air than comports well with the mood of the summer girl 
in particular. 


Some of the smartest hats have for their only trimming 


wreaths of roses and other bright-hued flowers There is much 
evidence of lilacs, lilies of the valley, poppies, corn-flowers, roses 
full-blown and in tiny buds for hat decoration.

ribbons are brought into play in the building of chapeaus. Velvet 
in all shades, black satin, striped moire, shantung and etamine 
weaves in plaids and stripes and Dresden are some of the rib- 
bons chosen by the makers of hats. Wings, birds, ostrich feath- 
ers, ostrich pompons also have a large part in the fashioning 
of dressy feminine head-gear. Lace is -seen on the Parisian im- 
portations, but it does not find so much favor in": America and 
it is predicted by those in "the know" that even the French 
models will displace lace with flowers later in the season.

the pocket of the hair-dresser; for a synonym for "small hat" is 
elaborate coiffure. 


A few violet and foliage hats have made their appearance, 


as they do every spring. Neapolitan, Milan and Panama straws, 
leghorn and chip are popular. Little toques in Panama, leghorn 
and maline show a unique mode of trimming—a single feather 
fastened at the fight side and running across the top of the 
hat and • drooping at the left. The one shown in the drawing 
is of a deep cream Milan, with a pale blue feathet, and tiny knots 
of pink velvet ribbon going around the brim. 


The bonnet promises to have a large following and the 


tricorne toque is assuming an uncommon 
popularity. The 


mushroom is still quite popular. The adjustment of the bandeau 
plays a large part in this shape, the hat having an entirely differ- 
ent effect with a different setting-in of the bandeau. 


The picture hat in the design is of pale blue Neapolitan 


straw, the roses and ostrich feather are pink. Roses form the 
under-trimming also. The Panama walking hat has a trim- 
ming of aigrettes, a small tip-and roses. 


A correspondent in Paris states that there are unmistakable 
:signs of hats going back on the heads as far as they have tilted 
forward in the recent spectacular fashions. At' present, she 
says, the hats, as a rule, sit pretty flat on the top of the head, 


but ultra fashionables are pushing them backward more and 
more. 


Almost every hat with any claim to style, the same writer 


says, has brown tulle filling it in under the brim, regardless of 
tho color of the-_hair. This is a turn from .the;little curls and 
puffs of real hair sewed onto bandeaus and among the trim- 
mings so freely used last year that hats presented a weird pic- 
ture when off the head. The French woman has no prejudice 
against false hair, and tucks it into her coiffure freely, wherever 
a wisp more or less will give the desired effect.
